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SUCCESS PREDICTED 
FOR BILLION LOAN 
TO ALLIED POWERS 


Bankers Familiar With 
Pledges Secured Say There 
Is Every Indication Huge 
Credit Will Be Floated.

MENACING PROTESTS 
MADE BY PRO-GERMANS 
But These Protests Have 
Strengthened Other Banks. 
Pro-German Financiers in 
New York Resent Not Be- 
ing Invited to: Participate. 
Loan to Cover Cotton Ex- 
ports. 


New York, September 15.—-America’s 
billion-dollar loan to Great Britain and 
France seemed well on the way to act- 
ual accomplishment tonight. Bankers 
familiar with the pledges secured by 
members of the Anglo-French financial 
commission during their five days’ stay 
in this country thought an announce- 
ment now that the success of the loan 
Was assured, would be decidedly prema- 
ture, but there was every indication, 
they said, that the commission's work 
had met with a degree of success that 
had fully equalled their expectations. 

This rosy view reflected the thoughts 
of the men who have championed the 
commission's cause here and aided it by 
hard work. It did not coincide with the 
sentiments of those opposing the big 
loan, nor of so-called pro-German 
financiers here who have not been in- 
vited to meet the commissioners. 

How ‘Situation Stands. 

So far as could be learned from bank- 
ers in touch with the commission and 
its work, the situation tonight was 


about as follows: 

Pledges have been secured for a con- 
siderable fraction of the big loan. 

Other pledges are in prospect. 

$o-called pro-German banking houses 
of New York will be invited to partici- 
pate in the loan if the commission can 
be persuaded they are sincere in their 
expressions of willingness to do 8o. 

The billion-dollar loan probably will 
be divided into two and possibly four 
separate series of equal amounts. 

Bonds on which the loan will be 
granted will bear not less than 6 per 
cent interest and will be payable in 
dollars, free from British income tax 
requirements. 

An attempt will be made to sell 
the bonds at par, in case the interest 
rate should be 5 per cent. Members of 
the commission fully believe that such 
bonds could be disposed of at par, but 
American bankers have their doubts 
on this score. 

German Opposition. 

Opposition to the flotation of the 
loan is country-wide among Americans 
of German sympathies or parentage, 
but has strengthened other bankers in 
their detesymination to aid in floating 
the loan, in the opinion of the com- 
‘mirsion’s friends and has not serious- 
ly impeded the task. 

The bonds are to be payable in elther 
five or ten years. Possibly one series 
will mature in five and the other in 
ten years. This has not been decided 

It became known today that many 
American bankers have pledged them- 
selves to take part of the loan. Not 
a hint as to the amounts was given, 
bur there were indications that the sum 
totaled many millions. These prom- 
ises, it was assumed, were contingent 
on conditions vf the loan. 

In nearing the intimate details of the 
transactions, members of the commi's- 
gion narrowed their conferences today 
to a smaller circle of financiers, which 
included only the most influential of 
the country’s financial and industrial 
factors. Among the men known to 
have consulted with the commissioners 
are J. FP. Morgan, George F. Baker, 
James J. Hill and Festus J. Wade. 

Te Care for Cetton Exports. 

In much the same vein as Mr. Hill 
had spoken for the great wheat grow- 
ers of the northwest Mr. Wade, it 
became known, called the commission's 
attention to the necessity of covering 
of cotton with any credit 
idan that might be negotiated here. 
The.prosperity of the American cot- 
ton grower of 1915, Mr. Wade thought, 
was wrapped up in the success of the 
commission. With the allies eliminat- 
ed as extensive purchasers of cotton 
by the commission's possible failure to 
establish the desired credit, Mr. Wade 
was inclined to take a glocmy view 
of the situation in the southern states

credit loan, if obtained, would provide 
funds to care for cotton exports as 
well as every other article imported 
by Great Britain and France from this

cans, descendants of Germans, but born 
and reared in this country. These men 
are good Americans and they feel hurt 
that they are not permitted to share 
in councils of so vital interest to their 
country. 

“They certainly will not beg to be 
taken in, but they wauld like to be 
shown at least the courtesy of being 
asked. 

Members of Commission Threatened. 


Opposition to the loan in some quar- 
ters has taken the form of threats 
against the members of the Anglo- 
French commission. 

Members of this commission, of 
which Lord Reading, lord chief justice 
of England, is chairman, have doubled 
their bodyguards, it became known to- 
day. They have been requested by 
the police of New York not to an- 
nounce their plans in advance for any 
day and in no instance to appear on 
the streets without detectives guarding 
them. 

More than fifty threatening letters 
have been received by the commission. 
Their contents run the scale from 
abuse to threats against ¢he lives of 
the commission.

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Now Renfroe Says 
He May Ask Place 
Held by Woodward 


His Action Contingent on 

Success of Recall Move- 
ment, Asserts Councilman. 
Free Pavement Laid in 
Many Wards, He States. 


Councilman J. N. Renfroe, chairman 
of the general council street commit- 
tee, and who has been dubbed by the 
recall workers “Mayor Woodward's 
Man Friday,” may oppose Mayor 
Woodward in his race for mayor if the 
recall campaign is successful in re- 
moving him from office. 

‘I never had any ambition to be 
chief executive of the city of Atlanta 
until the recallers began their cam- 
paign,” said Mr. Renfroe Wednesday. 
“Since they have pointed out my rare 
ability in putting measures through 
council which meant for the building 
up of my ward, the first, and have seen 
fit to give me so much publicity at no 
cost to me, I am now convinced that 
Atlanta needs me in some bigger job 
than that of councilman.” 

If Mayor Is Recalled. 

Mr. Renfroe stated that he had made 
up his mind to offer for mayor as soon 
as an opening presents jtself. He does 
not believe the opportunity will offer 
until next year, however, at the regu- 
lar municipal election. In the event 
that Mayor Woodward is recalled be- 
fore that time, the councilman says 
he will enter the race, and feels con- 
fident that he will be elected. 

The last bulletin of the recall com- 
mittee, published Tuesday morning in 
The Constitution, and which showed 
that Mr. Renfroe had secured, in vio- 
lation of the city charter, a free pave- 
ment on Granger street, on which he 
resides and owns property, may get 
other members of council who are also 
active in the recall campaign in trouble. 

After reading the bulletin, Mr. Ren- 
froe asserted that the general council 
had passed up a batch of other resolu- 
tions for free paving in other wards. 
He also learned, he says, that certain 
members of council, also recall work- 
ers, had furnished § the information 
about Granger street to the editor of 
the recall bulletins. 

“Tam having compiled a complete list 
of the papers that have been passed up 
by general council and which provide 
for free pavement,” said Mr. Renfroe. 
It will make very interesting reading, 
for it shows that free paving has been 
put down in nearly every one of the 
ten wards of the city. This means that 
if we have violated the law in the first 
ward, it has been violated in nearly 
every ward in the city and every mem- 
ver of general council is guilty of an 
illegal act.” : 

Will Furnish List. 

Mr. Renfroe contemplates furnishing 
a list of all such papers, in so far as 
they relate to paving,. to the recall 
workers with the request that they 
publish them in the game manner in 
which they have dealt with him. 

“As far as free paving being illegal 
I don't believe that any wrong has been 
done in the cases we have handied,”’ he 
Says. “The recallers make a false 
statement when they say that the 
Granger street job was wbsolutely free. 


‘We assessed the abutting property own- 


ers 40 cents per front foot for that 
paving and the city’s share came out 
of the streets ordinary fund of the first 
ward.” 


After Tax Dodgers. 

Mr. Renfroe suggested that the recall 
workers furnish the city marshal with 
a list of the signers of the recall peti- 
tions to be used in running down tax 
dodgers. 

“It would mean hundreds of dollars 
extra in our treasury if this course was 
taken,’ said Mr. Renfroe. “If they are 
So eager to see other people obey the 
law let them start their clean-up cam- 
paign at home.” ‘ 

Several members of general council 
‘ook issue with Mr. Renfroe on his 
Statement that free paving had been 
laid in nearly all of the wards. 

Councilman Claude Ashley, of the 
fourth ward, said he defied Mr. Renfroe 
or any other man to prove that any 
free paving had been laid in the fourth 

“I will go further and give a new 
suit of clothes to any man who can and 
will prove that anv free paving has 
been laid in the fourth in the three 


years I have been in council,” said Mr. 
Ashley. 


COTTON RISE 1$ $11.50 
PER BALE SINCE {ULY 


Shrewd Takers in All Marts 
Turn Deaf Ear to Bear- 
ish Arguments.

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New York, September 15.—There was 
a further sharp demand in the cotton 
market here today, with prices making 
new high records for the season on a 
continuance of the active general buy- 
ing which has been in progress for the 
past few days. October contracts sold 
up to 10.88 and January to 11.38 late in 
the afternoon, or more than $1.50 per 
bale above yesterday's closing quota- 
tion, while the price for next July de- 
liveries advanced to the 12-cent level. 

The more favorable weekly report of 
the weather bureau inspired heavy re- 
alizing during the middle of the day, 
but the late advance was encouraged 
by reports of a higher southern spot 
market and apprehension that rains re- 
ported in the southwest might cause a 
further delay in picking. 

January contracts at the high point 
showed advances of $11.50 per bale 
from the low level of last July. Prices 
closed firm within two or three points 
of the best. 

New Orleans Spots 10% Cents. 

New Orleans, September 15.—Cotton 
again made new high ‘levels for the 
season today, middling rising 25 points 
to 10.25 cents a pound, while the future 
department closed at a net advance of 
20 to 25 points, a rise of more than a 
dollar a bale. At the best of the gses- 
sion the strongest options were 25 to 
28 points over yesterday’s close, De- 
cember at one time standing at 11.16 
cents a pound. 

Buying was based on small private 
crop estimates chiefly, although the 
firmness of spots had its effect. The 
weekly weather and crop reports were 
more favorable than expected, but had 
only passing influence against’ the 
market.

SLEW 10 PREVENT 
PURSUIT OF WIFE, 
STATES CHEWNING 


“All I Could See Was Fu- 

ture Black With Shame 
and Horror,” Bishop’s Slay- 
er Tells Jury. 


STORY BRINGS TEARS 
TO SPECTATORS’ EYES 


“Unwritten Law” Is Ex- 
tolled in Three Impassion- 
ed Addresses Made by At- 


torneys for Defendant. 


The “unwritten law” was extolled in 
three impassioned addresses delivered 
in DeKalb superior court yesterday aft- 
ernoon in defense of Ezra Chewning, on 
trial for the death of Cosby Bishop, al- 
leged affinity of Chewning’s wife. 

The defendant, ina pitiful story on the 
witness stand, brought tears to the eyes 
of scores in the courtroom, crowded by 
young and old men, women and children 
having been excluded Tuesday after- 
noon at the special order of Judge 
Charles Whiteford Smith. 

At least a half dozen sturdy men quit 
the courtroom in tears as the slayer 
drew a word-picture of the happiness of 
his country home before the alleged 
invasion of the man he slew. Fre- 
quently during his narration he was 
compelled to halt in order to regain 
composure, 


I HAVE TOLD 
THE TRUTH... 


“Now, gentlemen of the jury,” he said 
in conclusion, after he had related the 
circumstances that led to the tragedy 
last July, when he stepped into the store 
of his victim and, after pouring a load 
of buckshot into Bishop’s head, emptied 
his pistol into the fallen body, “this is 
the plain, simple truth. 

“I have told it to men whom I belteve 
have wives and children of their own. 
I have told it to men who have homes 
of their ownand lovethem as I loved 
mine, 

“You, of course, cannot put your- 
selves entirely in my place, because no 
mortal can merely imagine the hell 1 
have endured, 

“I was maddened with grief. All 1 
could see before my vision was the 
leering face of this man Bishop, who 
was handsome and a man who knew 
worldly things, while my wife was only 
a weak, country girl. 

“I thought of the advantages he had 
taken of me. I thought of how happy 
my wife and I had been together before 
he came, and of the shame and misery 
he had brought into my home and life. 

“I thought of how happy we had been 
when our boy was born, and of the 
days on the farm when we were first 
married. And all I could see was a fu- 
ture black with shame and horror. 


DEATH WAS THE 
ONLY PAYMENT. 


“The only payment of the debt was 
the life of Bishop. I took it that my 
wife might be safe from such a man as 
he; that my child might say, when he 
grew older, that his father had carried 
out the vow he took when he carried 
the girl he loved from the home of her 
father. That he would shield and pro- 
tect her. 

“I took this life because I knew, from 
my wife’s confession, and from knowl- 
edge of Bishop’s notorious reputation 
with married women, that if I did not 
slay him, he would continue to pursue 
her and rob me and my home of her 
completely. 

“I was doing what you or any other 
man with manhood would have done. 

“I was protecting my home and fire- 
side from the vandal who had robbed me 
of that precious thing which no power 
on earth can replace.” 

Chewning’s trial will come to an end 
this morning when the speeches of Wijl- 
liam Schley Howard, leading counsel 
for the defense, and of George M. Na- 
plier, solicitor general, and Henry Be}]- 
ingrath, associate counsel with the 
solicitor, are finished. 

Chewning’s sole defense is the “un- 
written law.” He admits the killing, 
but protests that he slew Bishop within 
a few minutes following his wife’s con- 
fession. 

“In this, as in all other cases of its 
kind,” said Attorney L. J. Steele, asso- 
ciate counsel for the defense, in his ar- 
gument to the jury, “when a man 
begins to grow intimate with a woman 
there is something that tells it to the 
world. A man can’t keep his intimacy 
hidden. : 


CRIME 
WILL OUT. 


“When aman and woman are drawn 
illicitly together, there is a telepathic 
influence that exposes their crime. It 
was thus in the Bishop case. He and 
Mrs. Chewning got so far with secrecy 
—and no further. It will ever be thus 

“This crime came to the surface, and 
the inevitable ensued, just as has hap- 
pened since civilization’s dawn, and will 
continue as long as man exists on the 
face of earth. It happened in Biblical! 
days, and the law sanctioned it. Jacob's 
sons, who murdered when their sister 
was defiled, were taken into the bosom 
of their father, and they prospered 
throughout the remainder of their lives. 

“Ezra Chewning was not only within 
the law in shooting Bishop; he was 
guided by the law ot mankind that has 
sheltered and guarded the hearthstone 
since the birth of Christ, a law that is 
written plainly, and is as enduring 
as the hills: The man who invades the 
sanctity of the home is destined to die. 
and that is just as it should be. 

“The act of Chewning in taking ven- 
geance upon the desecrator of his home 
deserves the approval of a court of 
justice—not punishment. 

“If you convict in cases of this kind, 
you destroy the guardianship of the 
home. Leave the home unprotected, 
and every phase of life is hurt.” 

A similar argument was advanced by 
Paul Lindsay, associate counsel for the 
defense, who argued that “an eye for 
an eye,andatooth foratooth” was the 
doctrine that applied to the Chewning.- 
Bishop triangle.

I do not 
for one instant doubt that whatever 
sacrifice may prove necessary will be 
undertaken cheerfully by our people.”

Regarding Military Operations, 

Regarding military operations, 
war secretary said: 

“For the last few months the front 
held by the allies in the west has been 
practically unchanged. This does not 
mean that there has been relaxation 
of active work on the part of the forces 
in the field, for the continuous local 
fighting which has taken place all 
along the line has called for the dis- 
play of incessant vigilance. 

‘Meanwhile, our positions have been 
much strengthened, not only by careful 
elaboration of the system of trench 
fortifications that already existed, but 
also by a large increase in the number 
of heavy guns which have been placed 
along our lines. 

“The Germans recently on several 
occasions used gas and liquid fire, and 
have bombarded our lines with as- 
phyxiating shells, but those forms of 
attack, lacking as they now do the ele- 
ment of surprise, have failed in their 
object and lost much of their offensive 
value owing to steps taken by us to

“French trenches along the entire 
front have been developed and strength- 
ened, and now everywhere present a 
network of almost impregnable fortifi- 
cations. Of this I was able to satisfy 
myself during a visit lately to our al- 
lies, at the invitation of General Joffre, 
when I was profoundly impressed with 
the high state of efficiency and morale 
of the French army. It was evident 
that officers and men recognized that 
the only possible termination to the war 
was to inflict on the enemy a thorough 
defeat. Their resolution to do this 
Was never firmer or more intense, 

“Our allies’ air craft have been par- 
tircularly active. They have carried out 
numerous effective raids on a large 
Scale, penetrating farinto hostile ter- 
ritory. 


Situation on Russian Front. 

“Turning to the eastern theater: The 
enemy, taking advantage of their cen- 
tral position, since early in June, have 
been employing a very large proportion 
of their forces in strenuous efforts to 
crush our Russian ally. In prosecuting 
these operations, which we all have 
followed closely, the Germans, in addi- 
tion to their great numerical superiori- 
ty, developed vastly prepondering ar- 
tillery, which enabled them to force the 
Russians form their defenses. The Ger- 
man objective was evidently to destroy 
the Russian army as a force in being, 
and thus setfree their troops for action 
elsewhere; but, as in the case of many 
Other plans arranged by the German 
staff during this war, there has been a 
Signa] failure to carry out the original 
intentions. 

“In the history of this war few epi- 
Bodes stand out more prominently, more 
creditably, than the masterly manner 
in which the Russian forces, distributed 
along a line of 750 miles, have been 
handied while facing violent assaults 
from an enemy greatly superior in num- 
bers, especially of guns and munitions. 
The success of this great rear guard 
action had been rendered possible by the 
really splendid fighting qualities of 
the KuSsian soldier, who, in every case 
where actual confilet has taken place, 
has shown himself infinitely superior 
to hiS adversary. These fighting qual- 
ities of the Russian army empowered 
her able generals and competent staff 
to carry out the immensely difficult op- 
eration of retirement of the whole line 
Over some 100 to 200 miles, without al- 
lowing the enemy to break through at 
any point or by surrounding their 
forces to bring about a tactical posi- 
tion which might have involved sur- 
render of a considerable portion of the 
Russian army. 

Russian Army Intact. 

“Thus we see the Russian army 
remaining today intact as a fighting 
force. it doubtless has suffered se- 
verely from the hard fighting to which 
it had been subjected during recent 
months, but the German forces also had 


to pay a heavy toll for their advance, 


into Russia, and who will venture to 
Say until the present grips are relaxed 
which armies suffered more? 

“It must not be forgoiten that Rus- 
gia, with her vast territory, always has 
been able ultimately to envelop and an- 
Nihilate large invading armies. In this 
ehe certainly is no less capable today 
than she was a century ago. As re- 
gards the net’ result, ail that the Ger- 
mans can place to their credit is that 
at an enormous sacrifice they have 
captured certain fortresses. Kut our 


recent experience shows shat the best | 
fortifications, and practically the only | 


ones that can effectively resist the new 
machinery of war, are those which can 
be quickiy dug deep in the soil. Such 
trenches today form better defenses 
than the most carefully fortified places 
of which the engineers until lately 
Were so proud. 

“The Germans appear almost to have 
shot their bolt. Their advance into 
Russia, which at one time was Carried 
out atan average daily rate of approx- 
imately five miles, has now diminished 
to less than one mile a day, and we see 
the forces which they ,boastingly de- 
@cribed as defeated and broken troops 
flying before them, still doggedly and 
pluckily fighting along the whole line 
and in some places, indeed, turning on 
the jaded invaders and _ inflicting 
losses.” 

“The Russian army, far from falling 
out of the fighting lists as Germany 
fondly hoped, is still a powerful and 
undefeated unit, and the determination 
and confidence of the troops, fortified 
by the increasing supply of munitions, 
have risen in proportion to the strain 
imposed upon them. In this moment- 
ous hour of stress his imperial majesty, 
the czar, has taken executive command 
of his armies in the field. The enthu- 
siasm created by his step will serve 


to concentrate all the energies of his | 
(ed and rendered more pressing by the 


officers and men on driving back the 
invaders and preventing them from 
reaching any vital portion of the 
empire. 

“To sum up, we may fairly say that 
while the Germans have prevailed by 
sheer weight of guns and at immense 
cost to themselves in forcing back the 
Russian front, nothing but barren ter- 
ritory and evacuated fortresses have 
been gained. Thus their strategy has 
clearly failed, and the victories they 
claim may only prove, as military his- 
tory has so often demonstrated, to be 
defeat in disguise.” 

ftaly’s Part in War. 

Dwelling on Italy's part in the war, 
Earl Kitehéner said: 

“The achievements of the Italian ar- 
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tillery have been truly remarkable and 
the manner in which heavy pieces were 
hauled into almost inaccessible posi- 
tions on lofty mountain peaks and in 
spite of great difficulties evokes uni- 
versal admiration. The Italian army 
now occupies strategic positions of 
first-rate importance. The gallant con- 
duct of the infantry of the line in 
action has impressed upon their ene- 
mies the great military value of the 
Italian army, while the bold feats of 
Alpine troops and Bersaglieri when 
scaling rugged mountains sides were 
marvelous samples of successful enter- 
prise. 


At the Dardanelles. 


“On the Gallipoli peninsular during 
operations in June several Turkish | 
trenches were captured and our own ° 
lines appreciably advanced and our po- | 


sitions consolidated. 


“Considerable reinforcements have 


arrived. A surprise landing on a large 


scale at Suvla Bay was successfully ac- | 
complished on the sixth of August 


without any serious opposition. 


“at the same time an attack was) 


launched by the Australian and New 
Zealand corps from the Angac position 
and a strong offensive was delivered 
from Cape Helles in the direction of 
Krithia. In this latter action French 
troops played a prominent part and 
showed to high advantage their usual 
gallantry and fine fighting qualities. 


“The attack from Anzac, after a) 
series of hotly contested actions, Was, 


carried to the summit of Sari Bair and 
Mhunuk Bair, dominating positions in 
this area. The arrival of transports 
and the disembarkation of troops at 
Suvla bay was designed to enable 
troops to support this attack. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the advance from 
Suvla bay was not developed quickly 
enough and the movement forward 
was brought to a standstill after an 
advance of about two and one-half 
miles. 

“The result was that the troops from 
Anzac were unable to retain their po- 
sition on the crest of the hills and 
after being repeatedly counter attack- 
ed they were ordered to withdraw to 
positions lower down. These positions 
have been effectively consolidated and, 
now joining with the line occupied by 
the Suvla bay force, form a connected 
front of more than twelve miles. 

“From. the latter position a further 
attack oh the Turkish entrenchments 
was delivered on the 2ist, but after 
several hours of sharp fighting it was 
not found possible to gain the sum- 
mit of the hills occupied by the enemy 
and the intervening space being unsuit- 
able for the defense, the troops were 
withdrawn to their original position. 


Gallantry of the Colonials. 


“Since then comparative quiet has 
prevailed and much needed’ rest has 
been given to our troops. 

‘In the course of these operations 
the gallantry and resourcefulness of 
the Australian and New Zealand troops 
frequently has formed the subject of 


|}eulogy in General Hamilton’s reports. 


“It is not easy to appreciate at their 
full value the enormous difficulties 
which have attended the operations in 
the Dardanelles or the fine temper 
with which our troops have met them. 

“There is now abundant evidence of 
a process of demoralization having set 
in among the German-led, or rather 
German-driven, Turks, due, no doubt, 


‘to their extremely heavy losses and 


to the progressive failure of their re- 
sources. It is only fair to acknowl- 
edge that, judged from a humane point 
of view, the methods of warfare pur- 
sued by the Turks are vastly superior 


to those which have disgraced their 
' 


German masters. ' 

“Throughout the co-operation of the 
fleet has been intensely valuable, and 
the concerted action between the sis- 


fier services has been in every way in 


the highest degree satisfactory. 

Of the fighting in Mesopotamia, Farl 
Kitchener said reconnaissances had 
shown that the Fuphrates was clear of 
Turks for a distance of 60 miles. 

“Since this victory,” he added, “there 
has been no further fighting on the 
Euphrates, Tigris or Karun rivers. 
Climatic conditions in this theater of 
war have rendered the operations ex- 
tremely arduous.” 


New British Armies. 


“As I have informed your lordships 
some of the new armies we have pre- 
pared and equipped for the war are 
already in the field, and others will 
quickly follow them. The response of 
the country’s calls for recruits to form 
these armies has been little short of 
marvelous, but it must be borne in 
mind that the provision of men to 


maintain the forces in the field de-| 


pends to a great degree on a large and 
continuous supply of recruits. 

“The provision to keep up their 
strength during 1916 has caused an 
anxious thought, which has accentuat- 


recent falling off in the numbers com- 
ing forward to enlist, although every 
effort has been made to obtain our re- 
quirements under the present system. 

“T am sure we all fully realize that 
the streneth of the armies we are 
sending out must be fully maintained 
to the very end. To fulfill this pur- 


' pose we shall require a large addition 


to the numbers of recruits joining. The 
problem of how to secure an adequate 
supply of ‘men and thus insure the 
field force being kept up to its full 
strength is engaging our close atten- 
tion and will. I hope, very soon re- 
ceive a practical solution. 

“The returns of the registration act, 
which will shortly be available, will 
no doubt give us the basis on which 
to caleulate the resources of the coun- 
try and to determine the number of 
men available for the army after pro- 
viding for the necessary services of the 
country as well as those of our muni- 
tion works. 


To Carry on War— This 
' Makes Total of $6,310,000,- 


000— Premier Asquith 
Makes Statement to Com- 
mons. 


London, September 15.—Premier As- 


‘quith in the house of commons today, 


moved a vote of credit of £250,000,000, 
or $1,250,000,000. This is the seventh 


isince the outbreak of the war, bring- 


ing the total’ to #86,510,000,000 The 
premier announced that from July 18 to 


the war had been £3,500,000. 

The credit was voted by the com- 
mons. 

Premier Asquith announced that an 
aggregate of nearly 3,000,000 men had 
enlisted since the beginning of the war. 

Growing Expenditures, 


The premier made this statement in 


reviewing the financial and military 
situations, so far as military exigencies 
permitted; but this requirement neces- 
sitated in many instances only vague 
references to the trend of events. 

The growing expenditures for the 
war were emphasized by the premier. 
He said the average daily cost from 
April 1 to the end of June was £2,700,- 
000. From July 1 to 17, £3,000,000: from 
July 18 to September 11, £3,500,000. Thus 
the total for this period in round fig- 
ures is £500,000,000. There has been re- 
paid £50,000,000 to the Bank of Eng- 
land, £30,000,000 had been lent to for- 
eign governments and £28,000,000 lent to 
the dominions. 

Comparing actual expenditures since 
the last vote of credit with estimates, 
Mr. Asquith said there had been some 
abnormal items to. disclose which 
would not be in the public interest, but 
the house might take it' that these were 
expenditures incurred for the purpose 
of financing necessary operations. Part 
of this amount was to be repaid in a 
few months, and the remainder repre- 
sented advances for future expendi- 
tures. 

What Britain Is Doing. 

Mr. Asquith estimated that the week- 
ly gross expenditures henceforth would 
not exceed £35,000,000. It was his opin- 
ion that the new vote would carry the 
country through to the third week of 
November. 

“These figures threw some light, {In 
many terms, on the contribution we are 
making to the war,” he continued. “I 
do not wish to say even that we are 
doing all we can, all we ought, but as 
attempts are constantly being made— 
with whatever intention, but with tha 
most mischievous effect—to belittle 
and discourage our efforts, I give some 
comparisons between péace and war 
figures. 

“Since the outbreak of the war, it 
will be found an aggregate of not far 
short of three millions has enlisted in 
the army and navy. Recruitng, on the 
whole, hastkept up well, but, I regret 
to say, in the last few weeks has been 
falling off.’’ 

The premier said all that was now 
necessary to complete the work of the 
munitions department was an adequate 
supply of labor, unskilled quite as 
much as skilled.

1,500 JEWS UNABLE 
TO VOTE SEPT. 30 
IN CITY PRIMARY 


Since the date of the city primaries, 
September 30, falls within the period of 
a Jewish holiday, approximately 1,900 
orthodox Jews will be unable to vote 
at that time. This was definitely as- 
certained yesterday by Sam P. Cron- 
heim, when the matter was taken up 
with him by Rabbi Tobias Gessen with 
the view of fixing another date for the 
voting of Jews with orthodox beliefs. 

Mr. Cronheim first suggested _§ that 
there was a possibility that the polls 
might be kept open one hour longer, 
September 30, or until 8&8 o’clockK in the 
evening. It was then discovered, how- 
ever, that the orthodox Jews also ob- 
serve October 1 as a holiday and that 
they would not, therefore, be able to 
vote even after sunset of the preceding 
day. 

“According to the law the date for 
the city primary must be set fully thir- 
tv days in advance,” said Mr. Cronheim. 
“The committee having this in charge 
selected September 320 because the bond 
election had been set for that date. At 
that time the fact that the date was a 
Jewish holiday was not presented to the 
committee and it is powerless at this 
time to change the date.”

This Part of $500,000 Al- 
ready Assured. 


With the announcement that volun- 
tary subscribers had contributed $135,- 
000 of the $500,000 promised by the 
chamber of commerce for the citizens 
of Atlanta to Emory university for the 
erection of buildings, the Presidents’ 
club meeting was of the _ opinion 
that a long step had been 
taken toward establishing this great 
institution in the south. It was also 
announced that October 1 would be the 
date for a systematic solicitation of 
the remainder of the fund which is to 
be vigorously taken up by the Found- 
ers’ club of Emory university. 

It was pointed out that every 
$500,000 would be spent in 
lanta for building material for 
tures which have already been 
on the campus. 

These buildings, when completed, will 
present one of the most beautiful and 
imposing appearances of any group of 
university structures in the world. 
They will be made of reinforced con- 
crete and veneered with white marble. 
All of the marble needed has been 
riven to the university and is of the 
highest building grade. 

Asa G. Candler, Bishop Warren 
Candler and Mell R. Wilkinson ad- 
dressed the meeting and spoke in 
slowing terms of the hope and scope 
of such a university in the south.

As a measure of retaliation, and in the 
hope that it will embarrass the Anglo- 
French loan, pro-German bankers in the 
United States are talking of making a loan 
of half a billion dollars to Germany. 

Financiers business interests 
throughout the United States will welcome 
this proposal, if the German sympathizers 
can make this loan upon anything like the

allies—whatever those terms may be. 

The primary and practically the only 
requisite is that it be made upon a basis 
of trade with the United States. If any 
American bankers, pro-German 
wise, can lend Germany half a billion or 
any other amount to be taken out in trade 
with this country, they should “hasten to it.” 

This is a healthy sort of retaliation. We 
couldn’t want anything better than to have
